Edmonton ups 
its patio game in

More permits. 3 Old 

Strathcona businesses 
have applied for new 
sidewalk patios

Edmontonians will have 
more room to enjoy the sun 
on sidewalk patios, according 
to numbers released Thurs- 
day. 

With the sidewalk cafe 
permit application process 
ongoing, city administration 
is expecting more permit re¬ 
quests in addition to the eight 
new applications they have 
already received. City offi¬ 
cials say there’s been a steady 
number of permit requests, 
compared to the 16 total ap¬ 
plications received in 2013. 


“I guarantee the numbers 
will go up,” said Gail Hick- 
more, general supervisor for 
development approvals with 
the city. 

All but one of the business¬ 
es applying for a new permit 
are located in Old Strathcona. 
Three of the eight businesses 
— Hudson’s Canadian Tap 
House, Julio’s Barrio and 
Pourhouse Bier Bistro — are 
requesting permits for the 
boardwalk-style patios re¬ 
cently given the green light 
by city council. 

The new patios would ex¬ 
tend all the way to the curb 
and would have boardwalk- 
type structures that allow 
pedestrians to extend out into 
the parking area. 

Hickmore said the newer 
type of permit applications 
takes time to get approved 
since they involve other city 
departments to ensure the 
new structures won’t hinder

transportation or any other 
part of business operations. 

“We make sure we do our 
due diligence,” she said. 

The new applications 
don’t include the sidewalk 
cafes already approved for 
licences and permits by the 
city, which are approved for 
five-year terms, said Harry 
Luke, a senior development 
planner. 

City officials added that the 
process to receive a permit as 
a business owner has become 
more streamlined so business¬ 
es can get those patios up and 
running.

Few details in 
Edmontonian’s 
Penticton death 

Little is known about the 
hours leading up to the 
death of 24-year-old Andrew 
Gangl, last seen a little over 
a week ago. 

The Edmonton man’s 
body was found April 25, 
floating along the Okanag¬ 
an River canal, south of the 
Okanagan Falls townsite. 

Remembering Gangl 
as a good person, former 
roommate Natasha Ander¬ 
son said she first met the 
24-year-old 12 years ago in 
Mill Woods when they lived 
in the same condo complex. 

“He was a really good 
person,” said Anderson. “He 
had a really bubbly person¬ 
ality. He was just somebody 
that people really liked to 
be around.” 

The pair lived together 
last summer in White Rock, 
B.C., where Gangl studied 
culinary arts. 

While the Edmonton 
man did experience some 
difficult times — he was in 
prison earlier this year — 
Anderson said he was trying 
to turn his life around. 

“I think he was hying to 
find his place,” she said. 

Penticton RCMP, who 
are investigating the 
suspicious death, have few 
clues on Gangl’s actions 
between when he was last 
seen Thursday night and 
when he was found Friday 
morning. “He was last seen 
walking near Okanagan 
Falls Elementaiy School 
and that was on Thursday, 
shortly after 7 p.m,” said 
RCMP Const. Kris Clark. 
Investigators are looking for 
anyone with more informa¬ 
tion on Gangl’s where¬ 
abouts. People with more 
details are asked to call 
RCMP at 1-877-987-8477.

City urged to implement 
reduced-fare transit pass 


All aboard. A three- 
year pilot project 
proposal comes 
forward on Wednesday 


Financially strapped users of 
Edmonton Transit could soon 
get aid if a proposal for a re¬ 
duced-cost transit pass gets the 
green light. 

Edmonton Transit System 
Advisory Board members want 
the Transportation Commit¬ 
tee to consider implementing 
a three-year pilot project of a 
monthly low-income transit 
pass starting in Januaiy 2015. 

According to their propos¬ 
al, “over 100,000 residents of 


Metro Edmonton live under the 
Low-income Cut-off (LICO)” and 
those on AISH income support, 
new immigrants and children 
under government care should 
all be eligible for the pilot pro¬ 
ject. 

The chair of the board de¬ 
clined to comment on the pro¬ 
posal prior to the May 7 meet¬ 
ing. 

City Coun. Andrew Knack 
says having reduced fare with 
Edmonton Transit is a “no 
brainer. 

“It just makes sense. We 
need to do what we can as a city 
to help people with lower in¬ 
comes and to get them around 
to the places they need to go,” 
he said. 

City administration will 


also bring forward a report 
Wednesday, which states the 
need to have a subsidy for low- 
income citizens is “valid” but 
that any “decisions and details 
regarding a low income pass pi¬ 
lot must be explored in the con¬ 
text of outcomes of ‘The Way 
We Finance — User Fee Review’ 
currently underway” and that 
the proposal be deferred until 
the review is complete. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi says a 
low-income transit pass is an 
ongoing need in the city, which 
could help those who are lim¬ 
ited in their movement around 
the city. 

“Transit is not just about 
mobility. It’s not just a physical 
enabler, it’s a social enabler,” he

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Police program gets major 
funding boost of $1.45M

Steve is his pseudonym, but his 
problems are real and last year 
he cost taxpayers $188,000. 

The 47-year-old Caucasian 
male has a range of addiction 
and mental-health issues. Last 
year, police were called to deal 
with him 48 times and he was 
taken to hospital 115 times. 

To help people like Steve, 
Alberta Justice minister Jona¬ 
than Denis announced a $1.45 
million grant for Edmonton 
Police’s Heavy Users of Service 
project Thursday. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
said working with social agen¬ 
cies and the funding means 
they will now be able to give it 
more focus. 

“This will assist the project 
in gathering greater momen¬ 
tum,” he said. 

Right now, Knecht said pre¬ 
cious time is being spent on 
the homeless and mentally 
ill without ever getting to the 
core issues, which he hopes 
this program can help change. 

“If we don’t spend 104 min¬ 
utes on eveiy call, if that time 
is spent focused on the people 
who are preying on the home¬ 
less, addicted or the mentally 
ill, that’s an investment,” he 


said. 

Jay Freeman, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Edmonton Home¬ 
less Commission, who spoke 
about Steve, said they estimate 
there are between 300 and 600 
homeless people in Edmonton 


with similar needs. 

He said the work the city 
has done on the 10-year plan 
to end homelessness shows 
this is something the city can 
achieve. 

“We’ve demonstrated that 


we as a community can ef¬ 
fectively help these 300 to 600 
people with intensive needs,” 
he said. 

The money for the three- 
year grant comes from Al¬ 
berta’s civil forfeiture pro¬ 


gram, which sells property 
seized that is connected to 
crime, Denis believes this a 
good use of the funds. 

“We’re taking money from 
the bad guys and using it to 
help prevent crime,” he said. 


Missing 

woman. 

Search to 
continue 

The search will continue for 
missing Edmonton woman 
Anina Hundsdoerfer as the 
weather improves and the 
snow melts near Rocky 
Mountain House, according to 
RCMP. 

Last seen March 22 in 
Edmonton, Hundsdoerfer has 
been missing for more than a 
month. After the 32-year-old’s 
car was spotted in between 
Nordegg and Rocky Mountain 
house, missing person detec¬ 
tives turned their attention to 
that area. 

Rocky Mountain House 
RCMP Cpl. Bob Schultz told 
Metro Thursday the search 
and rescue team had been out 
to the area earlier this week 
to search, but was restricted 
because of the weather. 

“When you go out to the 
mountains, there’s still two 
or three feet of snow in that 
area,” Schultz explained. “It’s 
going down and it should be 
within the next week or two 
that we go out there with a 
larger search party.” 

Noting the search has 
never been stopped, Schultz 
said their efforts have been 
mostly hampered by weather, 
having to suspend the search 
and restart whenever the 
conditions changed. 

“It all depends on the 
snow leaving,” he said. “We’re 
hoping to get back out within 
the next two weeks. I’m being 
conservative in that estimate. 
It could be earlier.”

Would you support Canada nat¬ 
uralizing a low-skilled, low-in¬ 
come, low-educated foreigner 
with no plan but to work as a 
dishwasher? 

Well, Canada did at least 
once, for my dad in the mid- 
1970s. He was, in a sense, a 
temporaiy foreign worker in 
that he didn’t know if he’d stay 
for very long. A decade later, he 
owned his own restaurant and 
employed a dozen people in 
Northern Alberta. 

He’s semi-retired now and 
it’s my older brother at the 
helm. And while many of the 
recipes haven’t changed, the 
operation couldn’t be more dif¬ 
ferent. 

In the ’80s and ’90s, my dad 
relied on a family (including 
10-year-old me), a handful of 
reliable locals and a rotating 
door of unreliable people, who 
might stop showing up within 
a week of hiring them. Every 
businessperson in hospitality 
can relate. 

Today, the same restaurant 
operates far more smoothly 
and without a single under¬ 
aged family member perched 
on a milk crate to reach the 
counter. The three Filipino men 
who’ve now been by my broth¬ 
er’s side for two and three years 


are considered “temporaiy.” 

Ironically, they’re more 
permanent than any kitchen 
staff my father could recruit in 
20 years. 

This is what’s been glossed 
over or denied in the national 
debate over guest workers. 

Last week Employment Min¬ 
ister Jason Kenney’s knee-jerk 
reaction to a score of restau¬ 
rants abusing the program was 
to halt guest workers for the 
food industry. He said restau¬ 
rants should hike wages if ne- 
cessaiy to attract Canadian em¬ 
ployees, as if it were only about 
cheap labour. It’s not. Recent 
improvements to the program 
prohibit employers from pay¬ 
ing foreign workers less than a 
Canadian in the same role. 

The truth is it’s as much 
about a shortage of quality as 
it is about a shortage of labour. 
The dreams, aspirations and 
urgency with which migrant 
workers come to this country is 
channelled through a work-eth- 
ic incomparable to a 10th grade 
deliveiy driver with a newly- 
minted licence, or a 21-year-old 
who could make double the 
pay flying in and out of Fort 
McMurray. 

Nobody can deny that the 
temporaiy foreign worker pro¬ 
gram is faulty. Despite improve¬ 
ments to the rights of the 
workers and harsher penalties 
for the employers who abuse 
it, it remains a dysfunctional,

mangled mess that enables the 
disposability of its participants. 
Though they start as guests, 
many, if not most, begin to 
hope for an opportunity to put 
their roots down here — an op¬ 
portunity seemingly as out of 
reach as their homelands. 

On the one hand, Canada 
has set a standard for immi¬ 
gration, and in fact has the 
highest levels per capita in the 
developed world. But the em¬ 
phasis in the last decade has 
been on highly skilled foreign¬ 
ers. Current policies and pro¬ 
grams suggest we’re entitled 
to what we see as the veiy best 
prospects — highly educated, 
highly experienced. 

But what about highly mo¬ 
tivated? 

Canada, an underpopulated 
nation of immigrants, is mis¬ 
sing its greatest opportunity 
to recruit and naturalize hard¬ 
working foreigners through 
low-entry jobs that could one 
day — just as they did for my 
dad — grow into a successful 
30-year business. 


Medicine Hat 


Measles. Make vaccines .. 
mandatory, MLA says found in landfill 


The recent measles outbreak 
should be a wake-up call to 
make vaccinations manda¬ 
tory for students, says Alberta 
Liberal MLA Kent Hehr. 

Several Canadian prov¬ 
inces make vaccinations man- 
datoiy for schoolchildren, 
with religious exemptions, 
and Hehr said if Alberta had 
such a policy the current out¬ 
break would be limited. 

“Science, reasoning and 
common sense says that mak¬ 
ing vaccinations mandatory 
for kids at school will lessen 
the instances of the disease,” 
he said. 

Hehr said it only makes 
sense to vaccinate children 
before they go to school. 

“Kids are going to school 
and they are getting sick, as 
well as making others sick. 
This is a public health con¬ 
cern,” he said. 



Matthew Grant, a spokes¬ 
person for Health Minister 
Fred Horne, said the ques¬ 
tion has been raised in the 
past, but it’s not something 
the government is looking 
at.

Perhaps the Pied Piper has 
been at work at a southern 
Alberta landfill where of¬ 
ficials have been trying to 
get a rat population under 
control.

Alberta has prided itself 
on being rat-free, but ver¬ 
min were discovered in the 
landfill in 2012. The pests 
were most recently spotted 
in the dump last month. 

Officials say aggressive 
baiting will continue.

The Northeast Anthony Hen- 
day project is moving ahead 
and commuters should get 
some major relief later this 
year. 

As construction on the 
project ramps into high 
gear for the summer, the 
province announced Thurs¬ 
day the Sherwood Drive 
interchange will open this 
fall. 

The $1.81-billion project 
is still two years from com¬ 
pletion, but the project’s 
contractor announced the 
interchange would open 
and be completely ready for 
use. 

“It’s our intent this 
fall when Sherwood Drive 
opens up that it will look 
done,” said project manager 
Kent Peyton. 

Peyton said he is pleased 
with the progress and the 



2016 opening date looks 
attainable, but cautioned 
that weather and labour 
shortages could both be hin¬ 
drances down the line. 

“I’m never comfortable 
in Alberta,” he said. 

Transportation Minister 
Wayne Drysdale said the 
work on the project is to be 
applauded, and said it was a 
good example of the govern-

“With over 80 kilometers 
of free-flow traffic, we will 
have the first completed 
ring road in the province.”

‘He’s a broken 
man.’ But mayor will

Mayor Rob Ford left home 
Thursday, hours after announ¬ 
cing plans to take leave to deal 
with his substance-abuse prob¬ 
lems amid a triple dose of scan¬ 
dalizing revelations that have 
raised further questions about 
his fitness for office. 

Confronted with reports of 
a recent video showing him 
allegedly smoking crack co¬ 
caine, an audio recording of the 
mayor spewing profanities and 
making lewd comments about 
a fellow mayoral contender, 
and witness accounts of him 
snorting cocaine at a city night¬ 
club, Ford said he would be 
seeking “immediate help.” 

“He’s a broken man. He’s 
got a lot of demons,” Ford’s 
lawyer Dennis Morris told The 
Canadian Press. “He realizes 
that he’s not well and in need 
of help. He’s just running off 
the rails. That’s something he 
now appreciates.” 

Ford did not speak to repor¬ 
ters in front of his home as he 
left in a two-car convoy Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

A private plane flew him to 
Chicago, Global TV reported, 
while CBC cited his brother as 
saying Ford would be spending

Sparks fly

Fair Elections Act. 

Proposed changes 
to law will cause 
hundreds of thousands 
to lose right to vote, 
critics charge 


The Conservative bill to tighten 
up election laws is in the final 
stages of review at a House 
of Commons committee, and 
things are getting ugly. 

After long hours of scrutiny 
of the Fair Elections Act’s many 
clauses, only two technical 
amendments by the opposition 
had been approved by Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

New Democrat MP David 
Christopherson’s frustration 
boiled over when the com¬ 
mittee rejected a proposal 
to ensure voter information 
cards are marked prominently 
to indicate they are not con¬ 
sidered valid ID. 

The proposed Act has elim¬ 
inated the cards as a fall-back 
ID for voters who discover they 
don’t have the right documents 
when they show up to vote. 

“We know, and Canadians

know, that this is all about hy¬ 
ing to get the fix in for the Con¬ 
servatives in eveiy way they 
can, and that voter suppression 
is alive and well in the govern¬ 
ment of Canada,” said Christo- 
pherson. 

The Conservatives coun¬ 
tered that the chief electoral of¬ 
ficer already has authority over 
the markings on voter iden¬ 
tification cards, and the NDP 
amendment was not needed.

Soon after the feriy began to 
tilt, there was nervous laugh¬ 
ter, jokes about the Titanic 
and talk of settles and Face- 
book posts from the doomed 
high school students huddled 
below deck. 

But the lighthearted 
atmosphere soon turned ser¬ 
ious as the listing worsened. 
Fear began building, and one 
student asked, “Am I really go¬ 
ing to die?” 

The shaky video — at times 
poignant and heartbreaking 
as the teens said last words to 
their loved ones — was found 
on the cellphone belonging 
to 17-year-old Park Su-hyeon 


when his body was recovered 
after the disaster on the mor¬ 
ning of April 16 off South 
Korea. 

The boy’s father, Park Jong- 
dae, provided it Thursday to 
The Associated Press, saying 
he wanted to show the world 
the conditions aboard the 
Sewol as it sank. He earlier 
released it to select South Ko¬ 
rean media. 

About 220 bodies, mostly 
from inside the submerged 
vessel, have been recovered. 
More than 80 per cent of the 
victims were students from a 
high school in Ansan, south 
of Seoul, on their way to the 


tourist island of Jeju for a 
school trip. 

The group of teens in Park 
Su-hyeon’s video alternated 
between bluster, attempts at 
humour and unmistakable 
fear. 

Only one could be seen 
wearing a life jacket at the 
beginning of the clips, which 
started at 8:52 a.m. and ended, 
with a small break between 
them, at 9:09 a.m., when 
everyone appeared to be wear¬ 
ing them. 

Some of the students strug¬ 
gled as they tried to buckle 
the life jackets. As the listing 
worsened, they joked about 


“final commemorative pic¬ 
tures” and “defying gravity” 
by tiying to walk on the walls. 


“It’s like we’re becoming 
the Titanic,” one student said.

Dutch police say they detained 
31 Greenpeace activists who 
attempted to prevent a Rus¬ 
sian tanker carrying the first 
oil produced by a new offshore 
platform in the Arctic Ocean 
from mooring at Rotterdam 
Port on Thursday.

health needs. 

Smith was a troubled teen 
whose long experience in the 
prison system ended in her 
choking to death in a cell while 
guards looked on. A coroner’s 
inquest produced more than 
100 recommendations aimed at 
improving the lot of mentally 
troubled prisoners.

The project will expand the 
system’s ability to deal with 
the most troubled prisoners, 
Blaney said. 

“Developing a partnership 


with the Royal Ottawa Health 
Care Group offers a timely op¬ 
portunity to further our efforts 
to better manage those offend¬ 
ers with the highest needs 
through provincial health-care 
partnerships,” he said in a news 
release. 

George Weber, president of 
the Royal Hospital Group, said 
proper mental health care can 
pay dividends. 

“We know that a significant 


number of offenders, especially 
women offenders, suffer from 
some form of mental illness 
and that those who receive 
treatment are not only health¬ 
ier, but they are also less likely 
to reoffend.”

Fracking report 
makes waves 

A report that urges caution 
before embarking upon 
fracking is causing ripples 
in New Brunswick, where 
shale gas development has 
set off storms of protests. 

Stephanie Merrill of 
the Conservation Council 
of New Brunswick said 
the report by the Council 
of Canadian Academies 
highlights a lot of the con¬ 
cerns her group has about 
fracking, especially risks to 
groundwater. 

“Decision-makers have 
been consistent in labelling 


that concern as misin¬ 
formed and alarmist, and 
that’s really concerning,” 
she said Thursday. 

The report released Wed¬ 
nesday says little is known 
about the long-term impacts 
of extracting gas by fractur¬ 
ing rock beds and more 
research needs to be done. 

It also raises concerns about 
the risk fracking poses to 
water resources, land and 
human health. 

Merrill said a morator¬ 
ium on shale gas develop¬ 
ment needs to be imple¬ 
mented in New Brunswick, 
as has been done in Quebec, 
Nova Scotia and Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador.

For most of her life, Helen 
McKendry has demanded 
that Sinn Fein chief Geriy 
Adams come clean about his 
alleged leadership role in the 
Irish Republican Army — and 
about the outlawed group’s 
abduction, slaying and secret 
burial of her mother, Jean Mc¬ 
Conville, in 1972. 

As Adams spends a second 
day being interrogated by 
detectives over the unsolved 
crime, McKendry fears her 
day of justice will never 
come. She was one of 10 chil¬ 
dren left orphaned by her 
37-year-old mother’s slaying. 


“I’m hoping against hope 
that he doesn’t walk out 
free,” McKendiy told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “Everybody, 
the dogs in the street, knew 
he was the top IRA man in 
Belfast at that time.” 

Northern Ireland has met 
news of Adams’ arrest with a 
mixture of world-weary resig¬ 
nation and cynicism. Adams’ 
fans and foes alike agree on 
this much: He’s too import¬ 
ant a figure in the peace 
process to go to jail, and he’s 
never going to talk honestly 
about his past command pos¬ 
itions in the Provisional IRA. 

The underground army 
killed nearly 1,800 people — 
including scores of Catholic 
civilians and IRA members 
branded spies and informers 
— before calling a 1997 cease¬ 
fire so Sinn Fein could pur¬ 
sue peace with Britain and 
Northern Ireland’s Protestant 
majority. 

McKendiy, alongside her 


husband Seamus, launched 
an often lonely protest cam¬ 
paign in 1995 against Adams’ 
denial of IRA involvement 
in her mother’s murder. On 


Thursday, the 56-year-old said 
she found it hard to believe 
he was finally in custody and 
facing police questions.

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55 colleges facing sexual assault inquiries 


Fifty-five colleges and univer¬ 
sities — big and small, public 
and private — are being inves¬ 
tigated over their handling of 
sexual abuse complaints, the 
U.S. Education Department re¬ 
vealed Thursday 

The department’s release of 
the list is unprecedented and 
comes as the Obama adminis¬ 
tration seeks to shed greater 
light on the issue of sexual as¬ 
sault in higher education and 
how it is being handled. 


Going forward, the depart¬ 
ment said, it will keep an 
updated list of schools facing 
such investigations and make it 
available upon request. 

The schools range from big 
public universities including 
Ohio State University, the Uni¬ 
versity of California Berkeley 
and Arizona State University, to 
private schools including Knox 
College in Illinois, Swarthmore 
College in Pennsylvania and 
Catholic University of America 


in the District of Columbia. Ivy 
League schools including Har¬ 
vard, Princeton and Dartmouth 
are also on the list. 

About half of all states had 
schools under investigation. 

Massachusetts led with six 
schools on the list. They in¬ 
cluded Amherst College, Bos¬ 
ton University, Emerson Col¬ 
lege, Harvard College, Harvard 
University Law School and the 
University of Massachusetts- 
Amherst. 


The agency previously 
would confirm such Title IX 
investigations when asked, but 
students and others were often 
unaware of them. 

Catherine E. Lhamon, the 
assistant secretary of education 
for civil rights, said in a state¬ 
ment that a school’s presence 
on the list does not mean that 
it has violated the law, but that 
an investigation of complaints 
is underway.

Ukraine crisis. Ukrainian 
president renews 
draft amid ‘threats of 
encroachment' 


Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Thursday that Ukraine 
should withdraw its militaiy 
units from the eastern and 
southern regions of the coun¬ 
try, where anti-government in¬ 
surgents are seizing buildings, 
but hours later, Ukraine’s act¬ 
ing president ordered the mil¬ 
itary draft be renewed as the 
unrest intensifies. 

Although Ukraine last year 
announced plans to end mil¬ 
itary conscription and transfer 
to an all-volunteer force, Olek- 
sandr Turchynov said in his 
order that the draft must be re¬ 
newed in light of “threats of en¬ 
croachment on Ukraine’s terri¬ 
torial integrity and interference 
by Russia in the internal affairs 
ofUkraine.” 

Moscow has consistently 


denounced Ukrainian security 
forces’ largely ineffectual “anti¬ 
terrorist” operation against 
the eastern insurgents and 
warned they shouldn’t commit 
violence against civilians. In a 
telephone conversation with 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, Putin said the removal 
of militaiy units from the south 
and east was the “main thing.” 

Turchynov’s order didn’t 
specify where conscript- 
bolstered forces could be de¬ 
ployed. Earlier in the week, he 
said police and security forces 
had been effectively “helpless” 
against insurgents in the Don¬ 
etsk and Luhanslc regions, and 
that efforts should be focused 
on preventing its spread to 
other parts of the country. 

In the regional capital city 
of Donetsk, anti-government 
demonstrators took over the 
regional prosecutor’s office 
Thursday. Donetsk is the heart¬ 
land of support for Russia- 
friendly former President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych.

Infrastructure lacking 


Canada can't 
help Ukraine 
as energy 
supplier 

Canada has little hope of 
reaping any kind of energy 
or resource windfall from the 
crisis in Ukraine. 

That message was deliv¬ 
ered Thursday to a House 
of Commons committee in 
testimony by energy experts 
from Alberta, Europe and 
Ukraine. The committee is 
hearing evidence on whether 
there are opportunities for 
Canada to export oil and gas 
to Europe and help wean 
Ukraine off its dependence 
on Russian energy. 

The natural resources 
committee was told that 
Canada is the better part of a 


decade away from having the 
pipelines and other infra¬ 
structure necessaiy to be a 
meaningful energy supplier 
to Europe. 

Russia supplies most of 
Ukraine’s natural gas, giving 
it an economic lever over the 
Ukrainian military — one it 
is currently exercising. 

Russia annexed the Cri¬ 
mean Peninsula last month 
while pro-Russian gunmen 
are taking over cities in the 
country’s eastern region.

Canadian 
filmmakerfound 
dead at Angkor Wat 

The family of Dave Walker, 
a Canadian filmmaker who 
went missing in Cambodia in 
February, says he was found 
dead on Thursday. 

A statement issued on 
behalf of Walker’s family 
says his body was reportedly 
discovered by a child at the 


Angkor Wat temples in Siem 
Reap, Cambodia. 

Cambodian law enforce¬ 
ment officials told the family 
it appeared Walker had died 
several weeks ago. 

The statement says a doc¬ 
tor at the site was unable to 
determine a cause of death 
and an autopsy will be held 
to try to determine how and 
when Walker died. 

Forensic officer Pheng 
Pich says there are no initial 
signs of foul play.

Afghanistan 


Taliban attack 
kills at least IB 

A suicide car bomber deton¬ 
ated his explosives at a 
busy checkpoint in central 
Afghanistan, killing at least 
13 people Thursday, an offi¬ 
cial said. The Taliban quickly 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack. 

The attack on the entry 
checkpoint into Panjshir 
province killed five police 


officers and one intelligence 
officer assigned to the post, 
provincial police chief Aziz 
Ghyrat said.

Robotics engineer Simon En¬ 
gler has survived the rigors of a 
Mars mission without ever set¬ 
ting his space boots down on 
the Red Planet. 

As part of a NASA-funded 
simulation, Engler hunkered 
down inside a two-storey dome 
on the northern slope of the 
Mauna Loa volcano. There, he 
and his fellow guinea pigs en¬ 
countered “red-flag problems” 
related to inter-planetaiy ex¬ 
ploration. 

The HI-SEAS crew battled 
bouts of separation anxiety, 
yucky pre-packaged diets and 
stinky feet during the four- 
month social experiment 
staged on a barren lava field. It 
explored the emotional strain 
of being isolated for months or 
years at a time, with others. 

“It’s not a normal environ¬ 
ment for a human to live in for 
a long period of time,” Engler 
told Metro. “The reality is that 


you can take the best people in 
the world and — after a long 
period of time — things will 
start to slowly break down be¬ 
cause people are unhappy with 
the environment. 

“NASA really needs to know 
how to mitigate it before they 
actually take this mission.” 

Life on Hawaii’s Big Island 
may sound like reality TV. But 
don’t tell that to Engler, who 
sloughs off the much-publi¬ 
cized Mars One project for its 
“questionable financial respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

Engler, who at the time was 
a PhD student at the University 
of Calgaiy, says he pitched a 
robotic companion project as 
part of the application process 
for HI-SEAS, and was chosen 
from a pool of 700 applicants. 

He describes his colleagues 


as brainy, “astronaut-lilce” folks 
who specialize in fields such as 
nanotechnology, geology and 
physics. They were a mixed bag 
of Type-A and Type-B person¬ 
alities, which was supposedly 
the right mix during the dress 
rehearsal. 

“If you have a balance be¬ 
tween personality types then 
things will work out in the 
long run,” said Engler, who is 
now helping out with Round 2 
of the Mars simulation. 

People problems aside, hu¬ 
man settlers will also need to 
contend with supremely harsh 
environmental conditions on 
the freeze-dried planet. Hyper- 
arid soil, wicked dust storms 
and seasonal geysers provide 
formidable challenges. 

The average temperature 
hangs around -53 C, although 


lows can be twice as chilly, ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian Space 
Agency. And spacesuits are 
needed to prevent the astro¬ 
nauts’ skin and lungs from ex¬ 
ploding due to low air pressure. 

Finding water remains an¬ 
other massive hurdle for many 
researchers, as it’s deemed a 
key indicator to whether the 
planet is hospitable to life. 

“You’re unlikely to find 
flowing water on the surface 
unless it was salt-rich. But even 
then it would be incredibly 
rare,” said Chris Hugenholtz 
from the U of C. “That water’s 
going to have to come from 
underground.” 

He noted there’s plenty 
of evidence of “water-ice”, or 
water in the form of ice, in the 
polar caps. But thirsty space ex¬ 
plorers will also have to keep 
an eye out for spectacular gey¬ 
sers, which stem from a build¬ 
up of carbon dioxide gas below 
the south polar ice sheet. The 
jet-lilce eruptions are known to 
spew sand and dust hundreds 
of feet into the air. 

Dust devils are known to 
blanket the entire planet over 
days, which Hugenholtz noted 
could impede space crews’ 
solar-powered gear. 

“There are some bizarre 
things occurring on the sur¬ 
face that they’re going to have 
to deal with if they’re in those 
more polar regions of Mars 
looking for water,” he said.

Move over, Martians — humans are coming to town. 

But how would early space crusaders organize after putting 
footprints on the Red Planet? Paul Fairie, who teaches municipal 
governance at the University of Calgary, was nice enough to play 
along and offer some realpolitik answers to hypothetical questions: 


METRO: Do the first Mars 
occupiers need to establish 
a local government? What 
have we learned from Lord 
of the Flies? 

PF: If the first settlers were 
all initially astronauts and 
therefore mostly from a 
militaiy background, there 
probably wouldn’t be a 
need for local government 
right away, since they’d 
have a chain of command 
in place already. However, 
once a generation or two 
had passed and the popula¬ 
tion was no longer primar¬ 
ily military, I’d expect that 
they’d want to establish a 
local government to take 
care of basic local needs 
that couldn’t just be com¬ 
pletely dictated from Earth, 
like the fair distribution 
of resources and making 
sure society is functional. 
Otherwise, the colony 
would run the risk of being 
completely dictatorial, with 
us Earth-bound humans dic¬ 
tating laws to second- and 
third-generation Martians. 

METRO: What’s the best 
type of governing struc¬ 
ture for this situation? 
Plutocracy? 

PF: I imagine something of 
a two-stage process. First, 
a proper non-democracy 
where military ranks 
dictated who had power. 
This would work well with 
a small group of military- 
trained astronauts. After a 
while, we’d probably see 
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HI-SEAS crew engineer Simon Engler used the Husky robot while testing 
machine operation in bulky spacesuits. He also explored how robotic 
companions ease loneliness, courtesy of dr. yajaira sierra-sastre 


the need for a local govern¬ 
ment for self-regulatoiy 
matters. At this point, we’d 
probably have a democ¬ 
racy — luckily the settlers 
would have the benefit of 
hindsight. What would be 
really exciting here is that 
the form the government 
could take would be quite 
unpredictable, because 
they would have the rare 
opportunity to make a com¬ 
pletely new government. 

METRO: How should Mars 
residents be taxed? Would 
an Alberta-style flat tax be 
an alien concept? 

PF: Taxation would be a 
tricky one for a while since 
most of the resources will 


have to be brought in from 
Earth. If they were using an 
Earthling currency, would 
they be buying products and 
services from each other? 
Would they create their own 
currency? If so, how would 
they decide the initial al¬ 
lotment of funds? At least 
until the colony was big 
enough, I’d have to imagine 
a bartering economy would 
spring up for basic goods 
and services (“I’ll trade you 
a hair cut for some Martian 
key lime pie.”), and perhaps 
a social obligation to con¬ 
tribute some labour to the 
settlement might spring up 
before a currency economy 
would.

Only 10 per cent of respond¬ 
ents indicated an eagerness to 
move, while a third said they 
could be persuaded for the 
right job and the right incen¬ 
tives. 

The top incentive selected 
by those respondents who said 
they would consider a move to 
another part of the country is 
a 20 per cent raise in pay, plus 
all moving expenses being cov¬ 
ered by the employer.

Richard: Mark, at two- 
and-a-half hours, the new 
Spider-Man movie is almost 
equal parts action and story. 

The first 15 minutes con¬ 
tains not one, but two wild 
action sequences that’ll make 
your eyeballs dance. 

If you haven’t had your 
fill of special effects for the 
week, your thirst will be 
quenched early on. 


Then the onslaught of 
story begins. 

Jammed packed with plot, 
bad guys and lots and lots 
of moony-eyed love, it’s the 
busiest superhero movie in 
recent memoiy. 

Did you get caught up in 
the film’s web? 

Mark: No, Richard, the 
movie got caught in its own 
web. Too much of the film is 
like the last one, which was 
very good, but do we need 
to rehash the origin story 
yet again? 

The action sequences are 
good, and they’d better be, 
because the plot and charac¬ 
ters are feeling kind of tired 
by now. 

Not that there aren’t good 


things in the movie. 

I liked Jamie Foxx’s vil¬ 
lain, who was sadly sympa¬ 
thetic in a Frankenstein kind 
of way. And Dane DeHaan, as 
tortured Oscorp heir Harry 
Osborn, has the best scenes 
in the picture, with an other¬ 
worldly look that reminded 
me of a British fascist circa 
1936 or Tilda Swinton’s il¬ 
legitimate son; I’m not sure 
which. 

RC: I thought he kind of 
looks like the Evil Annoy¬ 
ing Orange with a better 
haircut. To each his own. 

He does have some of 
the best scenes in the 
film, and this is a movie 
with several well-crafted dra¬ 
matic moments. 


Too bad most of them 
feel like they’re lifted from 
another movie and dropped 
into this one as placeholders 
for the action sequences. 

Peter Parker is shedding 
tears over his love life one 
minute, swinging on webby 
vines through the streets the 
next. 

Both tones are well execut¬ 
ed, but they often feel forced 
together. 

MB: The movie seems more 
like a pastiche than a se¬ 
quel. 

Sally Field, bless her Nor¬ 
ma Rae heart, invests her part 
with the intensity of a Eugene 
O’Neill play. 

Jamie Foxx makes a sym¬ 
pathetic villain in the Frank¬ 


enstein mode even though 
he’s made up like a rogue 
member of Blue Man Group. 
But Richard, why is Spidey 
so cocky this go round? His 
awkwardness is usually part 
of his charm. 

RC: That’s more from the 
comic books. 

The Sam Raimi Spider-Man 
movies didn’t use Spidey’s sar¬ 
casm, but on the pages of the 
comics he wasn’t shy to let 
loose with some trash talk¬ 
ing. 

MB: The movie is watchable 
and intermittently enter¬ 
taining, but the franchise 
really needs to invigorate 
itself to keep me caught in 
its web.

There’s a striking sequence in 
director Jonathan Glazer’s 2004 
psychodrama Birth in which 
his camera holds tight on the 
porcelain visage of actress Ni¬ 
cole Kidman. As opera swells 
on the soundtrack, we continue 
to hold while observing her run 
the gamut of emotion, climax¬ 
ing with a shot of a single ciys- 
tal tear streaking her cheek... 

It’s a moment of poetry, 
wordless and beautiful and its 
ominous grace is amplified 
throughout eveiy minute of 
Glazer’s latest film, Under the 
Skin. The movie stars Scarlett 
Johansson as a humanoid alien 
vampire, driving through the 
streets of Edinburgh hunting 


for viral men whom she sedu¬ 
ces and harvests as food for 
her planet. Or something. The 
picture is sparse on dialogue 
and narrative clarity and that’s 
exactly what makes it such a 
profound — and disturbing — 


cinematic experience. 

“I think of it as an experi¬ 
mental film,” Glazer says. 

“There is no mastermind 
approach towards daring the 
audience. It’s more just the na¬ 
ture of this particular stoiy that 


is challenging. What is challen¬ 
ging, I think, is once you com¬ 
mit to her experience, you’re 
looking at it through her lens 
and in doing so, the film has 
to be told in the same perspec¬ 
tive. So I think it’s demanding,

but it’s like anything: If you’re 
open to it, then hopefully you’ll 
enjoy the ride. If you’re not, 
then you won’t.” 

Under The Skin is nothing 
if not divisive. Impossible to 
market (Is it a science fiction 
piece? A horror film? Existen¬ 
tial drama?), the film is an abso¬ 
lutely singular experience and 
aside from Glazer’s dedication 
to the abstract, it’s Johansson’s 
remarkable, uninhibited turn 
(she is often unclothed) as the 
outsider adrift in a world she/ 
it does not understand that 
makes it so compelling. 

“That really is just about 
casting,” says the filmmaker. 

“It’s about looking out there 
and seeing who the right per¬ 
son for the character is and for 
Birth it was Nicole and for this 
one, it was Scarlett. She went 


into it with her eyes open and 
she understood that she was 
dealing with a character that 
had a braveiy that needed to be 
matched by hers as an actress. 
You can’t pull back from that. 
If you pull back from that then 
you’re pulling back from the 
telling of the stoiy.” 

Reminiscent of heady 70s 
films like Nicolas Roeg’s The 
Man Who Fell From Earth, 
Under the Skin is a subjective 
experience. Because it never 
overplays its hand or offers 
much in the way of exposition, 
each viewer will react to it dif¬ 
ferently. Such was its creator’s 
intent. “I think its intention is 
to talk to the viewer at a level 
of consciousness. We bypass 
the intellect when we listen 
to music or when we look at 
a painting. I think film is a 
fantastic medium to be able to 
do the same. In how it’s hying 
to represent something kind 
of unimaginable — this infin¬ 
ite and alien entity — it’s not 
something for words, really. It 
shouldn’t be explained away. 
Our intention was to protect 
its alienness, to remain inscrut¬ 
able from beginning to end.”

Mention groups like Gor¬ 
illaz and Blur to the average 
music fan and the names 
are immediately recogniz¬ 
able. Mention Damon Al¬ 
barn, the man at the heart 
of those groups and several 
other successful collabora¬ 
tions, and there can be a bit 
of head-scratching. 

Albarn acknowledges 
that he faces an identity 
problem as he releases his 
first proper solo album, 
Everyday Robots, this week. 

“People have to realize 
that it’s actually me,” Al¬ 
barn said. “In America, if I 
took the number of people 
who were Gorillaz fans and 
actually converted them 
straight to Damon Albarn 
fans, I’d be guaranteed a No. 
1 album in America, which 
would be very nice. But you 
can’t guarantee things like 
that, at all. I mean round 
the world between Blur and 
Gorillaz, there’s a (lot of 
fans). They obviously like 
me — but they don’t neces¬ 
sarily know I’m me.” 

Everyday Robots is a 
chance for fans to get to 
know the 46-year-old Brit¬ 
ish singer and multi-instru¬ 
mentalist. The 12 tracks, 
loosely about the discon¬ 
nection we face in the mod¬ 
ern world, are as unfiltered 
as Albarn gets, full of the 
kind of personal observa¬ 
tions, stories and thoughts 
that might usually receive a 
coat of paint in a group set¬ 
ting. “There’s no embellish¬ 
ment at all,” Albarn said. 

The sessions for the new 


album grew out of the good 
feelings Albarn and friend 
and collaborator Richard 
Russell, CEO of XL Record¬ 
ings, had left over after 
their The Bravest Man in the 
Universe collaboration with 
Bobby Womack. Albarn pre¬ 
fers to work in a collective, 
but Russell persuaded him 


it was time to do a solo al¬ 
bum with some of Albarn’s 
more melancholic material. 

“We had a real esthetic 
that was working. It was 
like what do we do next?” 
Albarn asked. “Should 
we start a band? We even 
thought up a few names, 
but then we realized we’re 


44-year-old men at the time. 
Let’s not try and start a new 
pop band. Maybe our time is 
over for that.” 

There’s no age limit on 
creativity, though, and Al¬ 
barn has managed to ex¬

1990s British rock scene. 
He attributes his longevity 
to punching a clock every 
day at a building he owns 
in London where he has his 
own studio and administra¬ 
tive offices. 

“I put it down to having 
a very good routine,” Albarn 
said. “Five days a week, 
10 till 5:30 — apart from 
school holidays.” 

He also has a sense 
of when to move on.

Jack Bauer is back. After four 
years off the air, the ac¬ 
tion series 24 returns with 
a 12-episode miniseries, 24: 
Live Another Day. We tried to 
piy some info out of execu¬ 
tive producers Manny Coto 
and Evan Katz about the new 
story and what may be next 
for Jack. Let’s just say they 
held up under interrogation. 

How does it differ approach¬ 
ing 12 episodes instead of 
23 or 24? 

Manny Coto: It’s easier in 
the sense that it’s half the 
work, but it’s also challen¬ 
ging in the sense that the 


stories are more concen¬ 
trated in 12 episodes. There’s 
less room for wiggle. In a 
24-episode season, there were 
episodes that were transition 
episodes. There were episodes 
where not as much happened 
as in other episodes. But in 
this season, every episode has 
to be an A episode, has to be 
a premiere episode. There’s 
no taking-us-from-one-story- 
to-the-next episode. It’s 12 
episodes of high points. In this 
season, we really just pressed 
the pedal down hard and went 
all the way for what we’re 
doing. 

Evan Katz: Pedal to the metal. 
Coto: Right. I just didn’t want 
to say the cliche. 

Is this an example of the 
effect of successful cable 
shows, which have shorter 
seasons? 

Coto: I don’t really think that 
was the idea. This is kind of 
what they wanted. We were 
told, “Let’s do a 12-episode 
thing.” I personally would’ve 
gone to 24, but I’m the only 
person apparently in the room 
who would’ve done that. 


Katz: I would not have. 

Coto: Evan would not have. 

I liked the original format. 
However, this is something 
that has worked astound- 
ingly well. But we’re not 
doing a cable show. It’s 24, 
but it just happens to be 12 
episodes. We do still have a 
way to cover a full day. It will 
be 12 hours out of a 24-hour 
period, but each episode is in 
real-time. 

What about the decision to 
set it in London? 

Katz: It was a way to bring 
back the series in a bold and 
different way, and it reflected 
the character’s exile at the end 
of Season 8.1 mean, he fled the 
countiy and is in exile. And 
there’s something exciting 
about seeing Jack Bauer racing 
through the streets of London. 
It’s a completely different 
environment. Jack’s a veiy 
American hero, and it’s kind 
of the old “ugly American in a 
foreign countiy.” (laughs) This 
time the American is running 
around with a gun and blow¬ 
ing things up. We’re inflicting 
Jack on London.

How are you going about 
incorporating how the 
world has changed since 
Season 8 t especially recent 
developments in the intel¬ 
ligence industry? 

Katz: There are a couple of 
things that have happened 
in the world in the last 
four years since the show 
went off, and that is one 
of them. We’ll put it this 
way: events have offered us 
some great and real-feeling 
story possibilities. In other 
words, we can’t tell you. 

Has there been talk about 
what might happen to the 
franchise after this? 

Katz: Not really. We’re 


trying not to dwell on that 
right now. We have enough 
to do. But you know, it’s 
also relevant to how we’re 
ending this particular 
batch and what we see the 
future of the character as.

24: Live Another Day pre¬ 
mieres May 5 at 8 p.m.

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Louis C.K. brings alter-ego Louie back 


Recharged batteries. 
After a long break, 
series returns to TV 
for a fourth season 
charting bumpy daily 
life of a comedian 


Louis C.K. isn’t soured on life. 
But he seems forever on the 
verge of turning. 

At least that appears to be 
the case with the character 
he plays on the eponymous 
Louie, his semi-fictional com¬ 
edy making a much-awaited 
return Monday. 

Louie — who (like Louis) 
is a New York comic and a di¬ 
vorced father of two daughters 
— knows struggle and angst 
and cloudy wonderment. He 
views life through eyes with 
a stricken look, dwelling in a 
state of comfortable dread. 

“What makes you laugh?” 
someone asks him. 

“I can’t remember,” he re¬ 
plies. 

The fourth season kicks off 
with back-to-back half-hours 
that chart Louie’s bumpy daily 
life, including a rude wake- 
up call, a visit to the doctor, 
cooking dinner for his girls, 
awkward stabs at romance, in¬ 
dignity performing at a Hamp¬ 
tons benefit and brief respite 
in a comics’ poker game. 

There are also glimpses 
of him doing stand-up in 
a Greenwich Village club, 
where he ponders what hap¬ 
pens after you die and says, 


“Actually, a lot of things hap¬ 
pen. Just none of them in¬ 
clude YOU.” 

It’s great to have him back 
with these 14 new episodes, 
especially after such a long ab¬ 
sence. Back in fall 2012, Louis 
— who stars, writes, produ¬ 
ces and directs — had asked 
FX for some extra time to re¬ 
charge his batteries. 

“Oh boy, am I glad I did 
that,” he says during a recent 
phone interview. “I had way 
more energy, and I took a lot 
more time writing than I ever 
have. So even if it’s not better, 
I certainly tried harder.” 

No one could deny he tries 
harder. His level of creative 
control and multihyphenate 
submersion in Louie is un¬ 
precedented for a TV auteur. 
And he is seen as a truth-teller 
beyond the boundaries of TV 
comedy, outdistancing Lena 
Dunham, Tina Fey or Lariy 
David to earn proximity to TV 
drama’s holy trinity of Davids: 
David (The Sopranos) Chase, 
David (The Wire) Simon and 
David (Deadwood) Milch. 

With such thunderous ac¬ 
ceptance (a current GQ profile 
calls him “the greatest comic 
talent of his generation”), is it 
tough to reinhabit the earlier, 
not-nearly-so-successful Louis 
C.K. he portrays on his show? 

“The good times that I’m 
living started about three 
years ago,” the 46-year-old 
Louis replies with a hollow 
sound that might be a chuckle. 
“If you pit those years against 
43 years of struggle, you still 



have plenty to draw from.” 

Acclaim is nice, he says, 
“but it’s like if you were being 
called a really good pilot: that 
doesn’t make it easier to fly 
the plane. The fundamentals 
of the task are still the same, 
and hard as ever.” 

The only time he checks 
in on his star status: when an¬ 
swering a call of nature. 

“While I’m sitting there, 


that’s when I Google myself,” 
he says. “And it makes me 
kind of nervous. So then I 
Google somebody else. And 
then I get on with my day.” 

The trials and sometime 
shocking tribulations Louie 
visits on its hero — most of 
which Louis presumably has 
withstood in real life — are 
unforgiving, particularly 
those falling in the show- 


business realm. A memorable 
three-episode arc last season 
imagined David Letterman an¬ 
nouncing his retirement, with 
Louie vying to be Dave’s Late 
Show successor while falling 
prey to show-biz duplicity. 

Is that really the dark view 
he has of his profession? 

“The second you choose 
show biz as a career,” he 
reasons, “you’re almost

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Indie Cindy. Pixies return with new album 



Joey Santiago has a helpful tip 
for Pixies fans savouring the 
alt-rock band’s first album in 23 
years: Add to your existing play¬ 
list of past Pixies favourites. Hit 
shuffle. Enjoy. 

“It belongs in that old cata¬ 
logue,” said the lead guitarist 
over a dodgy telephone line 
from London on Tuesday, the 
official North American release 
date for Indie Cindy. 

Santiago, along with front¬ 
man Charles “Black Francis” 
Thompson and drummer David 
Lovering, has kept the Pixies at 
the cutting edge of American 
indie music since the 1980s. 

Bringing together a dozen 
tracks from three previously 
released extended-play records, 
Indie Cindy is the Pixies’ fifth 
studio album. 

Never ones to dominate the 
charts, the Pixies have never¬ 
theless had an outsized impact 
since coming together in Bos-

ton in 1986, with their sound 
influencing the likes of Nir¬ 
vana, Weezer and Radiohead. 

Reviews for Indie Cindy 
have been mixed: while Roll¬ 
ing Stone shrugged it off as a 
sampling of “hit-or-miss songs,” 
Britain’s NME music weekly 
hailed the “long overdue” al¬ 
bum as “free-sounding, adven¬ 
turous and explosive.” 

For Santiago, it’s “an honest 
progression” and something of 
a “snapshot” of where the Pix¬ 
ies now stand with members 
well into middle age. 

Hard-core fans will lament 
the absence of founding bassist 
Kim Deal, who quit the band in 
2012. 

But Santiago said the re 
maining Pixies have moved on. 
“When the news first got to us 
in that coffee shop in Wales 
(that Deal was leaving), it was 
a shock to the system,” he said. 
“We went through the mourn¬ 


ing process, and it’s over. We’ve 
got to let the past be the past.” 

Santiago said the band is de¬ 
lighted with its current touring 
bassist, Paz Lenchantin, former¬ 
ly with the rock group A Perfect 
Circle. 

“Fortunately, we found 
somebody who fits right in,” 
he said. 

The Pixies should be enjoy¬ 
ing life on the road as well. 
Coming off a U.S. tour that 
began last September, the 


group is soon heading to 
Australia for four gigs at the 
Sydney Opera House, before 
spending June and July in 
Europe. 

“Sometimes I don’t know 
what countiy I’m in,” said San¬ 
tiago, reflecting on the touring 
life with a hearty laugh. 

“You know what? I relish it, 
because it’s complete freedom, 
not knowing where you are. 
Does it really matter, as long as 
you woke up?”afp

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Sarah decides to let a 
bit of sunlight seep in 


Shine On. McLachlan's 
album speaks to both 
the pain of losing her 
father and the thrilling 
rush of new love 


When she began assembling 
new songs for Shine On, 
Sarah McLachlan made a 
concerted effort to let a little 
light peek in after issuing her 
most dramatically overcast 
record yet, 2010’s Laws of Il¬ 
lusion. 

And to her mind, she suc¬ 
ceeded. She can point to the 
strummy country groove of 
Monsters or layered first sin¬ 
gle In Your Shoes or even the 
jangly Flesh and Blood, which 
she says is “so fun to sing.” 

But old habits don’t usu¬ 
ally die completely, and — 
for those eagerly awaiting her 
new record’s Tuesday release 
— rest assured, McLachlan is 
still the empress of ethereal 
heartbreak. 

“Of course, there’s always 
the dark side that keeps pull¬ 
ing me back, that I love so 
much,” McLachlan said in a 
recent telephone interview. 
“All those achingly, painfully 
beautiful bits of music are 
still kind of my favourite.” 

Well, it wasn’t forced. Un¬ 
fortunately, McLachlan had 
plenty of personal trauma 
from which to draw. 

There was her much-pub¬ 
licized split from drummer 
Ashwin Sood, her husband 
of 11 years with whom she 
shares two daughters. Then 
in December 2010, her adopt¬ 
ive father, Jack, died. 

“It comes in waves,” she 
said. “He passed around the 
same time as I separated 
from my husband and I sep¬ 


arated from my management 
company. It was a huge, huge 
shift. All the male anchors 
floating away around the 
same time. 

“And it really left me with 
a feeling of, as I speak to in 
song, what do I do now? How 
do I begin to move forward? 
How do I define myself? 

“I wanted to speak of be¬ 
ing ... rudderless. And wish¬ 
ing and hoping to find some¬ 
thing that will help ground 
me again.” 

Although she prodded the 
still-tender wounds from her 
divorce on Laws of Illusion, it 
took longer for McLachlan to 
confront her father’s death. 

McLachlan needed these 
past years, she said, to “recog¬ 
nize what (she) had lost.” 

A mournftil three-song 
suite in the album’s mid¬ 
section addresses that void. 
On the plaintive piano amble 
Broken Heart, she yearns for 
her father to “see me tiying 
to live up to my name.” Sur¬ 
render and Certainty, another 
placid piano dirge, finds 
McLachlan again searching: 
’’You were the star by which I 
light my way/So how do I find 
my way now?“ 

Finally, Song For My Fath¬ 
er is a straight dedication to 
her dad, who was a biologist. 
She describes his “constant 
unwavering heart,” positing 
her late dad as the cool-head¬ 
ed counterpart who always 
stood as a comfort when her 
“world had come undone.” 

“That was the most pro¬ 
found thing with him. I just 
knew that no matter what I 
did or said, he would always 
be there to support me,” she 
said. “And having that an¬ 
chor, that person who offers 
unconditional love, you don’t 
get that very often. And I 
think it was after he was gone

McLachlan’s already 
deemed the “labour of 
love” album a success 
regardless of its sales. 
Well, she can’t necessarily 
rely on her two daughters 
for creative validation. 
Approaching seven and 12 
years old, the girls have 
arrived at an age where 
they have opinions on Mc¬ 
Lachlan’s work and they’re 
not always positive. 


They do love Monsters 
and Beautiful Girl, Mc¬ 
Lachlan says. But over 
time, her new material 
began to feel a little 
old to those closest to 
her. 


“On occasion, it’s 
like: ‘Oh my God, do 
I really have to listen 
to this again?”’ she 
recalled, laughing. “I 
actually haven't played 
them that much of it, 
because after a while 
I didn't want to hear 
their complaints. I 
started listening on 
headphones, to tell you 
the truth, or when they 
weren’t around. I saved 
them from the pain.” 



that I really recognized the 
weight of that and the beauty 
of that. 

“I could always go to him. 
I didn’t that often, because 
I’m kind of stoic and I tiy to 
handle things on my own and 
I didn’t want to woriy him. 
But if ever I did need any¬ 
thing ... he would be there in 
a second.” 

If all of Shine On was 
devoted to a daughter eulo¬ 
gizing her beloved father, 
McLachlan might not have 
delivered on her promise of 
inching away from forlorn 
ballads. 

But the past four years 
have had their positive mo¬ 


ments for the 46-year-old. In 
the liner notes, she writes: “To 
Geoff, who showed me how 
wonderful it is to love again.” 

Indeed, much of the rec¬ 
ord finds McLachlan either 
gingerly navigating romance 
with the weaiy eye of the 
wounded (Love Beside Me 
and What’s It Gonna Take) or, 
more often, simply exalting 
in the rush of new love (Flesh 
and Blood, Brink of Destruc¬ 
tion and The Sound That Love 
Makes). 

Although the latter cat¬ 
egory has been fruitful fodder 
for pop songs as long as the 
genre has existed, it’s the for¬ 
mer themes that McLachlan 


felt were particularly rich. 

“I’m a survivor. I survive 
and endure. That was the idea 
behind the album title,” she 
said. “It’s a poignant stoiy I 
share with a lot of my friends. 
We’re in the second half of 
our lives now. It’s kind of the 
time where you really assess 
where your life has been and 
how you want the rest of it to 
look. For me and the people I 
know and care about, we all 
want to live every day as best 
we can, with as much passion 
and integrity as we can, and 
shine. I don’t want to just be.” 

It’s a sentiment she’s con¬ 
fident will resonate with her 
fanbase. “Look at how many 


people are getting divorced. 
Look at how many relation¬ 
ships fail. We don’t get to this 
age unscathed,” she said. 

“It’s certainly the subject 
of my life, where I’m at now, 
where I’ve come from, and 
where many of my friends 
are as well. It’s just all the 
struggles ... and how we move 
through them I find endlessly 
fascinating.” 

Shine On will be McLach¬ 
lan’s first release on the 
David Foster-run Verve Rec¬ 
ords in the U.S.; she left Nett- 
werlc/Arista after more than 
20 years. (The album is being 
released by Universal in Can¬ 
ada).

No better way to showcase your work. 
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Geldof’s death linked to 
use of heroin: Police 


Heroin likely played a role in 
the death of British model and 
television personality Peaches 
Geldof, authorities said Thurs- 
day. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Fotheringham of the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate told an inquest 
into the death of the second 
daughter of Live Aid organizer 
Bob Geldof that a post-mortem 
examination was inconclusive, 
prompting further tests. In a 
brief hearing, Fotheringham 
said the results on the 25-year- 
old confirmed the presence of 
the drug. 

“There was recent use of 
heroin and the levels identified 
were likely to have played a 
role in her death,” he said. 

Geldof s husband, Thomas 
Cohen, found her on April 7 
after returning home from a 
visit to his parents. 

“Thomas entered the prop¬ 
erty and went upstairs think¬ 
ing that Peaches may have 
been sleeping.” Fotheringham 
said. “Thomas then located 


Peaches in a spare bedroom 
and it was obvious to him that 
she was deceased. 

“She was located on the 
edge of a bed with one leg 
hanging down to the floor with 
the other leg tucked under¬ 
neath her; she was slumped 
forward across the bed.” 

Fotheringham said that 
even though Geldof had spent 
much of that weekend alone, 
she had been in contact with 
friends and family. 

“All of the friends and 
family who had contact with 
Peaches during this period 
describe how she seemed her 
normal self and was making 
plans for the future, including 
booking a family outing for her 
sons the following weekend,” 
Fotheringham said. “There was 
no cause for any concern.” 

The stoiy offers a sad 
echo of the death of Geldof s 
mother, television presenter 
Paula Yates, who died of a drug 
overdose in 2000 when her 
daughter was 11.

Familiar standoff a 
battle of intertwining 
team histories 


The Portland Winterhawlcs 
and Edmonton Oil Kings con¬ 
tinue to peak. 

Major junior hockey is 
cyclical, as players are scouted, 
drafted, developed and gradu¬ 
ated within a four-year span. 
It’s difficult to sustain a power¬ 
house team more than two 
years before having to rebuild.
